It would seem that previous to the use of 
the probang, the stone was fixed in the tra- 
chea, about midway between the larynx and 
the sternum, where the pain was always felt ; 
and that afterwards it was not stationary, un- 
less from its own gravity. Ii is probable, that 
when the child was biought to me, the violent 
symptoms were owing (0 the stone being only 
in its passage through the larynx or glottis; 
for alihough 1 felt no extraneous substance, 
the introduction of the finger would most like- 
ly push down the epiglottis; and therefore, 
shough the stone might be partly in the glottis, 
it could not have been discovered. The pos- 


sibility of such an occurrence should be kept 
in view by pra¢piriuners, as there might be a 
chance oi: extracting the extraneous body ; 
or, should it escape into the trachea, a know- 
ledge of this fact would govern the prognosis 
and foture treatment with more precision. 


Had it been certainly known, that the stone 


was in the trache1, it is probable, that if 





































bronchotomy had been perfurmed on that part 
ot the trachea where the pain was felt, the 
stune might have been exiracied, and the pa- 
tient saved. Although no purticular spot 
should be pointed out by pain, yet, if there is 
a certainty of an extraneous body having got 
through the larynx, which is not likely to be 
thrown up by coughing, the operation might 
be warrantable; and, by proper forceps, the 
body might be laid hold of and exiracted, 
though at some distance from the opening 

madein-the trachea. Where any doubi may 
remain of the extraneons body having got 
into the trachea, a surer diagnosis perhaps

and maxillarysinews. She has had a papular 
eruption on her face since birkh. For adout 
six weeks previous, she had been troubled 
with frequent and profuse epistaxis—at the 
same time, the right nostril appeared to be 
obstracted by imp-tiginous crusts. { gave 
her sulph, irit., 2 glob.

Fiiteen days alter, she had a much more in- 
tense coryza than ever—it consisted in a dis- 
charge of very profuse burning serosity from 
both nostrils, with excessively painful head- 
ache, which extended to the orhiis, the bones

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THE CONTAGION OF CHOLERA, THE 
CUNDITION OF (fs SPREAD, AND 
THE LIABILITY OF INDIVID- 
UALS TO ATTACK, &c. 


The continued prevalence of Cholera in 
some parts of Europe, and the probability of 
irs extending westward, has caused the most 
diligent and serutinizing search into the na- 
ture of its causes, the conditions of iis spread, 
&c., on the part of the health officers and Sa- 
nitary Commissioners of London and other 
cities in the western part of - Thee 
investigations have led to the ication of 
several re and exsays; among the most 
interesting and vala -ble of . are two re- 
poris from the Board of Sanitary Commission- 
ers of London ; another by Alexander Thom, 
Esq., on_the causes, character, and ireatmen: 
of the Cholera in H.M 86th Regiment at 
Karrachee, in June, 1816. an es-ay by Chas. 
Cowéel of Loadon; and ano her by M. Bu- 
reaud Riofrey of Paris. The substance of 
these several publications is contained in a | 
long and exceedingly interesting aricie in the 
British and Fareiga Medico-Chiruagi -al Re- 
view tor July, 1845; and as every thing con- 
nec ed with the causes and spread of great 
epidemics, is of the utmost importance to the 
profession, we do not hesitate to lay the con- 
clusious arrved at, by those engaged in the 
above mentioned investigations, before our 
readers. And we do this the more readily, be- | 
cause the sa:ne conclusions are equally appli- 
cable to rhe spread of Yellow Fever, Influenza, | 
&e. The London Commissioner: state, tht 
tne Cholera, in its spread thtough Europe, | 
both in 1832-5, and at the present time, has | 
almost unilurmly made its first appearance in 
the lowest and dampest part of the city attack- 
ed. And we find this position also strongly 
insisted on by an able writer in the British 
and Foreign Review for April, 1847. This | 
was true of Moscow, Warsaw and Berlin, 
St. Petersburgh, Breslau, Paris, Carlisle, 
Manchester, London, and we may add New 
York also.

The halian and Sweedish Cummis-ioners are 
also equally decided on this point. Dr. Parkes 
also, who witnes-ed a severe epidemic of Cho- 
lera in the Tanasserim provinces in 1843, 
states that “the disease pa-sed in a regular 
course through the country, pearly from North 
to South; its intruduction into a place was 
never iraced to iniercourse : corps having free 
intereonrse with intected districes wholly es- 
eaped,” &c. Again, in 1843, a portion of H. 
M. 63d Regiment was attacked with cholera 
while marching from Maras io Bellary, and 
the authorities of the latter place at first re- 
fused 10 admit the affected corps, numbering 
about 600 men, into the town. But the 
weather being exceedingly hot, and the d sease 
continuing more and more fatal while the 
soldiers were protected o: ly by tents, they 
were admitted into the fort, and comfortably 
provided fur in suitable buildings. Lastead, 
however, of communicating the disease to the 
renaining soldiers of the fort, or to the in- 
habitants of the town, both remained wholly 
unaffected, and it rapidly disappeared froin 
that part of the regiment which had just beea 
so seriously afflicted. Proof, equally strong, 
was exhibued in France in 18°6, when ‘he 
Cholera prevailed very severelv in Marsailles, 
and many thousand of its inhabitants fled to 
the neighboring city of Lyons without com- 
municating a single case to the latter ciy. 
But it is not so much our purpose, in the pre- 
sent article, to multiply proof, as to state con- 
clusions; and hence we wi'l close the subject 
of contagion with the emphatic language of 
the review already referred to. The writer 
says, that “Cholera does not reguire human 
frames for its transit and its multiplication ; it 
is not bounded jn by lines, nor circumscribed 
by empty spaces; wherever it finds its con- 
ditions of existence it can spread, alihough 
for miles no man is found, whose frame may 
be the test of iis power, This pvint we firmly 
believe is setiled ; it requires no qualification ; 
it needs no further discussion.” A third von- 
clusion of the London commissioners is stated 
as follows, viz:—* That Cholera observes in 
its progress the laws of ordinary epidemics, 
being influenced by the same physical condi-

PRACTICAL SCHOOLS OF ANATOMY. 


How does it happen that the ardor of former 
years for studying anatomy in private theatres, 








M. Robert, surgeon of the “ Hospital Beau- 


| jon,” Paris, reports the following case: “A 


young man, twenty-one years of age, was ad- 
mitted, on the 25th of June last, into the ‘ Hos- 
pital Beaujon,’ for a severe fracture of the 
shaft of the femur, caused by a ball which had 
traversed the limb from before backwaras. 
Disarticulation of the thigh was decided upon, 
The patient was put under the influence of 
chloroform by meaus of the apparatus, divided 
by a spiroid diaphragm made of netting, and 
provided with a large mouth-piece ; the nose 
was secured by an assistant, In three or four 
minutes there were a few convulsive move- 
ments pointing to the period of exci ement, and 
soon after a complete state of relaxation came 
on. A large anterior flap was then made, be- 
ginning three fingers’ b:eadth below the ante- 
rior superi r spine of the iliam; hardly any 
blood was lost. The patient at this moment 
woke, and M. Robert desired that more chlo- 
roform should be given, and continued the 
operation. Hardly bad a quarter of a minute 
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elapsed, than a loud stertorous breathing was 
heard, and the apparatus was withdrawo 
The patient’s face was extremely pale, lips 
blanched, and the eyes, the pupils of which 
were y dilated, were drawn so high up- 
wards as to be hidden by the upper lid. The 
operation was immediately suspended. The 
pulse at that time was hardly perceptible, all 
the limbs were in a state of complee relaxa- 
tion, and the breathing was heard at long in- 
tervals. Frictions, irritation of the piiuiary 
membrane, forced movements of the arms and 
of the ribs, were resorted to; several times 
the respiration seemed to become more Vigor: 
ous, and the pulse more distinct, but this was 
but a momentary improvement, and it was but 
too apparent, after three-quarters of an hour 
of incessant efforts on the part of the persons 
— that the patient had ceased to exist.

4. That the fevers and other infeciious dis- 
eases, from which our profe-sion suffers so 
severely, are genera'ly coutracied in the dis- 
charge of putlic duries, either in attendance 
upon sanitary institutions, or in the miserable, 
ill-ventilated and dirty dwellings of the poor. 

5. That, according to our revurns received 
for the period prior to 1843—andoubtedly de- 
ficient—56s out of 1220 practitioners in charge 
of medical institutions suffered from typhus 
fever; of these. twenty-eight had fever twice, 
and nine three times; and thar, of the whole 
number, three hundred, or one-fourth, died. 

6. That the calculations contained in the 
pupers which we have now laid befure the 
puolic show that, of 743 deaths of medical 
men, of which we pos-ess the particulars, 331 
were caused by typhus fever, or | in every 
224; nearly forty-five per cent of the whole. 

7 That, daring the prevalence of the late 
epidemic, 500 Irish medical men, at the low- 
est computation, suffered from fever or other 
epidemic diseases, contracted, for the most 
part, in d-srharge of public dulies, by which 
themselves and their families have suffered 
considerable loss. 
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8. That about one fifteenth of the medica) 
community of Ireland have died during the 
year 1847.—New York Jour. Med. 


Pericarditis,—It is important to notice that 
the pains accompanying chest diseases are 
often referred by the patient to situations in- 
ferior, in point of posiiion, to those organs 
actually affecied. This accounts for the fre- 
quency of liver affection as a clinical disease, 
and the rarity of its detection on post-mortem 
examination. The pains of pericarditis are 
mostly referred to the scrobiculus cordia or 
bypochoudriam. In one case where Jaksch, 
misled by the-e symptoms, diagnozed inflam- 
mation of the diaphragm, copious pericarditic 
effusion was found after death. 

Hannoverische Annalen. 


A young man, while under the care of M. 
Robert, Surgeon of the “ Hospital Beaujor,” 
Paris, was placed under the influence of chlo- 
roform, to undergo ampuiation of the thighs 
atthe hip-joint. 

The operation was commenced and the pa- 
tient awoke, when M. Robert direcied nim to 
repeat the inhalation. But scarcely had a 
quarter of a miaute elapsed, when loud sier- 
torous breathing began, and the inhalation 
was immediately stopped. The face became 
extremely pale, pupils dilated, and eyeballs 
strongly turned upwards The operation was 
suspended, and every effort made to restore 
the patient, bat without avail. He was dead.

The Eclectic Practitioners, or the so-cclled 
Practical Men.—There are medical men in 
high positions, zrea\ly occupied with numer- 
ous patients, who from a want of study, of in- 
telligence, or of time, from a naimral indo- 
lence, or from being too old to master recent 
iMportant improvements, affect a supreme dis- 
dain for everything that eoncerns docirine or 
generalization, either physivlogical or philo- 
sophical. They call themselves Practical 


men, and speak ironically of ‘hearists—men of 


science or of the closet, such who labor most 
for the advancement of medical science, and 





whose knowledge crushes and confounds 
them. These so-called practical men are 
those who have no doctrine and no general 

rinciples, who gather together ready-made 
lore # and isolated cases, without any kind 
of scienrific discernment. The only medi- 
cine they study is that contained in small books 
of prescriptions, published in 18mo. or 24mo., 
| which they carry in their pocket, and know 
| by heart. We have frequently had occasion 
| to remark that a practical man, that is, a man 


| who boasts of knowing novhing of scientific 
| medicine, is a medical machine inferior in- 
|tellectually to a master-mason, a Jocksmith, 
jora cabinet-maker, for these have principles 
;and a sort of doctrine which they apply in 
| their business. They were appreciated in like 
manner by a learned individual whose au- 
thority no one could doubt, and who said— 
“ The true eclectic works without conviction, 
without principle, without idea. He is con- 
tinually enlarging his circle, in order to en- 
close within it facts of the most contradictory 
| nature—they sacrifice in a sort to every god

| and create a kind of sciertific patheism, not 
| less fatal to true science than patheism pro- 

perly so-called is to true religion —Prafessor 
| Cruveilhier’s Address to the Anatomical So-

Dear Sir—The time has come when the 
| people begin to judge for themselves in mat- 
ters relative to medicine as on other topics of 
the day. We often hear them asking ques- 
tions like the folluwing: “ How is it that Ho- 
mcopathic medicines operate as they do, for 
frequently they seem more powerful and 
prompt to relieve the suffering sick than the 
large and oft repeated doses of Allopathy.” 
Such inguisies, emanating as they do from 
many intelligent lay men, are worthy of con- 
sideration, Let me briefly undertake to an- 
swer it. 

“ Similia similibus curantur,”’ or like cures 
like, is the doctrine which every trae Homeo- 
path recognizes as the only infallible guide in 
the administration of medicine; and every 
medical man who has thoroughly tried it, will 
have perfect confidence in its success; and 
the reason of this success will appear plain 
with the annexed considerations. 

If we take a candid view of health and 
disease, we musi distinguish two distinct 
kinds or orders of originating forces; thus, 
a force which constitutes the harmony of the 
organism in its normal siate, and a force 
which creates that disturbance of the organ- 
ism which constitutes disease. 

Now, experiment often tried, and experi- 
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ence too, have shuwn that in the various 
drugs which are used in medicine is found 
embudied this same disturbing force, or in 
other words, each and every drug has in itself 
the capability, when taken into the sysiem, of 
creating a disease sui generis; and it is this 
power which constituies its medicinal proper- 
ties; and more, it is by virtue of this power 
that they ace capable of curing disease at all. 
So far the H ic doctrine amounts to 
a demonstration, 

Let us now refer tthe law exhibited above, 
and bear in miad that drugs cure disease only 
by virtue of their power 10 create disease; 
and une of two things must be true, ei:cher we 
must creaie a new and different disease to 
cure the existing one, or we must create one 
sim:lar and like it to perform thecure. I am 
unable to aiscover how we shall gain any 
thing by the first cuurse, for 1 have seen an 
individual afflicted with a fever sore for five 
years, attacked with a bilivus fever, and the 
fever cured and the sore remain as it was, I 
have seen a man suffering with syphilis and 
delirium tremens at the same time. Again, 
I bave seen a person in the last stage of cou- 
firmed phthisis biuten by a rabid dug and ac- 
tually ran mad, but finally cured of hydropho- 
bia and died in three muntbs of the turmer 
disease. Wherefore I am convinced that two 
diseases may exist on the same person at the 
same time, and to create the one will not cure 
the other. Hence, it is plain, lam driven to 
the only true and rational method of cure, 
similia similibus curantur. 

Time forbids my carrying the subject far- 
ther. I shall reserve the rationale of attenu- 
ated doses for a future communication.
